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ABSTRACT 



This report reviews "Sesame Street's" development of 
procedure and materials for the 1970-1971 season with emphasis on the 
social goals of cooperation, conflict resolution, and realization of 
differing perspectives. These goals mark a departure from the first 
year of programing which emphasized cognitive learning objectives. 
Research design, situational testing of social goals, and development 
of scoring procedures are discussed. The results of pilot testing 
will lead to further program and test refinement in anticipation of a 
larger scale effort to teach social goals during the third season. 
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
